Theſe men, with the ZEpicareans, place 
their chicf Happineſs in this World , coun- 
ting the meaneſt Convenicnces thereof great 
Bleſſings; ſuch as Pots of Ale, and ſxpeny 
Cuts of Ram-alley Roaft beef: With the 
Sadduces they hold the Mortality of the 
Soul, otherwife they would never ſell their 
Salvation ſo cheap; half a crown a time , 
come as often as you pleafe.

They have made a Feoffment of 
their Souls with Livery and Sciſin to Satan, 
only taking a ſhort Leaſe back again, - And 
therefore are reſolved to make all people 
they have to deal withafl turn Tenants to 
their Landlord, If a Counccllor or Attorney 
chance to take their Fee, what villanies muſt 
he not conceal? what Freacheries, what 
Forgeries is he not bound to be privy to?
